At the approach of winter, in order 
to get at the gold, tho miners find it nec- 
essary to dig into the gravel formation. 
Formerly they stripped the gravel off un- 
til they camo to the gold. Now they sink 
a shaft to the bottom of the gravel and 
tunnel along underneath, in the gold 
bearing layer. 
"The way in which this it) done is in- 


teresting, as it has to be carried on in 
cold weather, when everything is frozen. 
The miners build fires over tbo area 
which they wish to work and keep them 
lighted over that territory for tho space 
of about 21 hours. Then, at the expira- 
tion of this period, the gravel will bs 
melted and softened to a depth of perhaps 
nix inches. This is then taken off and 
other firea built, until the j?old bearing 
layer is reached. 
When the shaft is down 


that far fires are built at the bottom, 
against the sides of the layer and tunnels 
made In this manner. Blasting would 
do no good, on account of the bard nature

DtFAMING THE UNITED STATES 


Foreign Fro'-'i QerlnriiiBftlmtTlils Country 


if, Seeking u Omirrel. 


London, July 31.—Tho impression that 


tho people ni the United States nro deter- 
mined to pick n quiiircl with somebody is 
sainlns K^oiini! quite rapidly in Europe, 
(srocially within tho past few days, and 
it is being iiidustjioa&ly fottmid by tho 
English pri-ss. It is important that this 
fact bo promptly recognl/ed in America, 
aud as prmrptly dealt with, for it is just 
,is possible to damage the reputation of 
a nation aa of nu individual, and tho con- 
sequences aro much moro serious. Syr- 
tcnmtio efforts aio buing made, not only 
in Londou, but by certain political organs 
in Berlin, Paris and Vienna, to put the 
United States In tbo role played so long 
by England herself, which finally result- 
aJ iii this country becoming at th3 samo 
moment 
isolated 
and despised. Tbo 


American republic is described as being 
tho most arrogant an3 grasping nation of 
the earth, and "Yankee insolence" Is a 
common newspaper phrase. 


It must bo admitted thit the instiga- 


tors of the attack are making clover use 
of the materials within their command. 
It is represented that the whole policy of 
the United States is one of the most hos- 
tile aggression. Recent episodes with 
Spain, Japan and England and the gen 
oral plan of tbo now tariff bill, of courso, 
Inrnisb tho points on which the indict- 
ment is based. 
Tho point which counts 


most seriously, however, especially on 
the continent, is a more matter of form. 


The use of plain language by Secretary 


of State Sherman, instead of the ciroum 
locution of diplomacy, has, beyond ques- 
tion, giv -n Europe tho ImprcBfion that 
the government of the United States is 
seeking -. breach of friendly relations. 
Everybody on this side, and probably ev- 
erybody in the United States, under- 
stands that the same expressions between 
European obancelrios would be accepted 
as tantamount to a challenge of war.
